Below  are  step  -  by  -  step  instructions  on  how  to  access  and  use  the 
G.B.  Mike  &  Key  Club  147.120  MHz  repeater  controller.  There  are  many  more 
features,  but  at  this  time  the  ones  below  are  the  ones  most  commonly  used 
and/or  active. 

Logging  in 

You  must  "Log  In"  in  order  to  use  many  features  of  our  repeater.  This 
ensures  that  only  those  authorized  to  use  the  repeater  are  able  to  do  so.  You 
have  been  issued  a  password,  or  can  be  issued  one  by  N9DKH,  KE9AS,  KB9AMM . 

I.  In  order  to  log  into  the  repeater,  you  must  know  your  password 

A.  Your  password  can  be  anything  that  you  can  punch  in  from  an  NT 
keyboard,  (0  -  9,  A,  8,  C,  0,  II,  *),  but  WILL  begin  with  a  99 
(this  lets  the  repeater  know  that  someone  is  trying  to  log  in) 

8.  DON’T,  give  your  password  to  anyone.  If  there  is  some  mischief 
about  and  you  are  the  logged-in  party,  you  may  have  a  lot  of 
explaining  to  do! 

C.  Passwords  can  be  changed. 

II.  Key  up  and  punch  in  your  password  (don't  forget  the  99  at  the  begining) 

III.  Release  your  key 

IV.  The  repeater  will  respond  with  "KB9HQL,  user  5  is  on.  No  messages 
pending'  or  "KB9HQL,  user  5  is  on.  Messages  pending" 

V.  You  are  now  logged  on  and  able  to  use  the  features  available. 

Logging  off 

In  order  to  prevent  someone  else  from  using  (or  abusing)  your  authority 
on  the  repeater,  you  must  let  the  repeater  know  that  you  are  through.  To  do 
this,  you  "Log  Off" 

I.  To  log  off,  just  key  up  and  punch  in  99999 

II.  Release  your  key 

III.  The  repeater  responds  with  your  call 

IV.  KE9AS  says  "repeater  clear" 

Auto  patch 

I.  Log  in  with  your  oun  password 

II.  Key  up  and  press  1 60x.yyx.yyx  where  the  x's  represent  the  number  that  you 
would  like  to  call 

III.  Release  your  key 

IV.  The  repeater  will  respond  with  "Autopatch.,  xxxxxxx" 

V.  At  any  time  during  the  repeater's  response,  (or  within  J  second  after 
the  repeater  says  the  last  number)  key  (down-up)  your  mike  (or  kerchunk 
the  repeater)  to  let  the  repeater  know  that  it  'heard'  your  number 
correctly  and  it  will  dial  that  number 


VI. 


If  the  repeater  responds  with  an  incorrect  number,  do  nothing,  that  is, 
don't  kerchunk  the  repeater  and  it  will  not  dial.  Begin  again  at  the  top 

VII.  listen  for  the  ringing  and  an  answer  and  begin  your  conversation  like 
normal . 

VIII.  At  the  end  of  the  conversation,  key  your  mike  and  enter  r*  to  hang  up 
the  autopatch 

IX.  Release  your  key 

X.  The  repeater  will  resopnd  with  "Call  complete  at  00:00" 

XI .  Time  to  log  off 

Leave  a  message 

If  you  want  to  get  a  hold  of  someone  and  they  are  not  around,  you  can 

leave  a  message  for  them  on  the  repeater.  Then  the  next  time  that  person  "Logs 

In",  the  repeater  will  inform  them  that  they  have  a  message  pending. 

I.  log  in  and  have  the  user  number  of  the  party  handy  (eg  K89HQI  is  user  5) 

II.  Key  up  and  punch  in  120xxx  (xxx  is  the  user  number  of  the  party  you  wish 

to  leave  a  message  for)[!205  for  a  message  to  KB9HQL ,  120100  to  leave  a 
message  for  user  SI 00] 

III.  Release  your  key 

IV.  The  repeater  will  respond  with  "leave  message  for  KB9HQL"  (or  whichever 
user's  number  you  have  punched  in) 

V.  OURING  the  5  second  tone  that  is  heard  next,  key  your  mike  and  begin 
your  message 

VI.  If,  when  you  release  your  key,  you  hear  a  tone,  you  may  have  "timed  out" 
the  message  timer  and  some  of  your  message  was  not  recorded 

VII .  Time  to  log  off 

Read  your  Messages 

If,  when  you  "log  On"  the  repeater  resopnds  with  "KB9HQL  user  S  is  on. 
Messages  pending",  you  will  want  to  'read'  or  listen  to  the  messages  someone 
left  for  you. 

I.  log  on  and  the  repeater  responds  with  "KB9HQL,  user  5  is  on.  Messages 
pending" 

II.  Punch  in  123 

A.  The  repeater  will  now  'replay'  messages  left  to  you 

B.  To  replay  the  previous  message  heard,  punch  in  1231 

C.  To  replay  the  message  currently  being  heard,  punch  in  1232  during 

the  message 

0.  To  skip  to  the  next  message,  punch  in  1233  during  the  message 

E.  To  announce  the  date  and  time  the  current  message  being  heard  was 

sent,  punch  in  1235  during  the  message 

F.  To  discontinue  all  message  playback,  punch  in  1233 

G.  To  erase  the  current  message,  punch  in  1230 

III.  After  hearing  all  of  your  messages,  punch  in  124  to  erase  all  of  your 
messages  (this  saves  precious  disk  space),  or  replay  them,  then  erase 
them 

IV.  Time  to  log  off 


Personalize  your  Call 

In  order  to  have  your  call  played  back  by  the  repeater  in  your  own  voice 
rather  than  the  repeater  voice: 

I.  Log  in 

II.  Punch  in  1340 

III.  Release  your  key 

IV.  During  the  5  second  tone,  key  up  and  say  your  call  and  release  your  key 

A.  To  hear  what  you  have  recorded,  punch  in  1341n  where  n  is  your 

user  number  and  the  repeater  will  playback  your  call 
8.  To  delete  your  call,  punch  in  1342n 
C.  Try  it  again  if  you  want 

V.  That's  all,  time  to  log  off 

Mow  do  I  sound? 

In  order  to  test  the  quality  of  your  signal  at  the  repeater,  you  may 
perform  a  "voice  coverage  test"  or  a  "touch  tone  test" 

I.  Log  in 

II.  For  a  voice  test  punch  in  140 

A.  During  the  5  second  tone  that  follows,  key  up  and  speak 

B.  Release  your  key  and  the  repeater  will  playback  the  phrase  that 
you  have  just  spoken 

III.  For  a  touch  tone  test  (eg.  if  you  think  that  the  repeater  is  not 
interpreting  you  key  pad  correctly),  punch  in  141 nnnnnn. .nn 

IV.  Release  your  key  and  the  repeater  will  "say"  the  numbers  and/or 
characters  that  it  heard  (the  nnnnns) 

V.  Be  sure  to  log  off 

Answer  a  call  to  the  repeater 

Occasionally  your  HT  will  emit  a  sound  like  an  electronic  tel=Dhone. 
Someone  is  trying  to  contact  a  HAM  in  the  area  through  a  reverse  auto-patch. 
Give  them  a  hand. 

I.  You  need  not  be  logged  in 

II.  To  answer  a  reverse  patch  call,  punch  in  160  and  say 

A.  "Hello,  this  is  the  G.B.  Mike  S.  Key  Club  repeater.  I'm  KB9HQL ,  how 
may  I  help  you?" 

8.  Carry  on  a  conversation  just  like  you  had  made  the  auto-patch  call 

C.  Let's  say  the  calling  party  is  looking  for  KE9AS 

D.  Call  for  KE9AS  as  you  would  initiate  a  QSO  any  other  time  and  if
